DR. DANIEL PREACHES 


ANNUAL SERMON. | 


Columbus, Ga., November 19.— 
(Special.)\—The second day of the 
Georgia Baptist convention was fea- 
tured by the annual sermon delivered 
by Dr. Charles W. Daniel, of Atlan- 
ta. His subject was “The Manifoid 
Wisdom of God.” 

Dr. L. R. Christie, of Meridian, 
Miss., delivered the chief address on 
the subject of foreign missions, speak- 
ing with great force on the success 
of the convention’s work in foreign 
lands, the large number of converts, 
the open doors, but of the distressing 
necessity of the foreign board to re- 
call its missionaries and otherwise 
curtail its work on account of lack of 
funds. 

Thompson Reports. 

The report of the laymen’s com- 
mittee was read by Chairman Ben S. 
Thompson. 

Prof. W. O. Carver, of the South- 
ern Baptist Theological seminary, 
Louisville, Ky., represented that insti- 
tution, and spoke of its condition, its 
needs and particularly of its new 
building plans. 

Dr. I. J. Vanness, of Nashville, 
Tenn., corresponding secretary of the 
Sunday School board, delivered a 
twenty-minute message. 

The afternoon was devoted to the 
interest of state missions. Secretary 
Arch C. Cree reviewed the year's 
work. His report showed that Bap- 
tists of the state contributed through 
the state board for the 11 months end- 
ing October 31, $758,710.17. Of this 
amount, $697,997.83 was credited t» 
the Baptist $75,000,000° campaign. 
This was an advance of $172,000 over 
the same period last year. 

Miss Laura Lu Patrick, of Atlan- 
ta, head of the Baptist women’s work 
in the state, reported for her organi- 
zation more than S00 _ societies’ in 
Georgia and that 250 new societies 
had been organized during the year. 

James W. Merrett, of the Sunday 
school department of the board, 
spoke concerning vacation Bible 
schools. 

Dr. T. W. Ayers, of China; W. 
Harvey Clarke, of Japan, and W, A. 
Carson, of Africa, missionaries, spoke 
concerning their work. 

Dr. W. A. Hogan, of Lincolnton, 
was chosen to preach the annual ser- 
mon at Savannah in November, 1925. 


Negro Scientist 
Attributes Finds 
To Divine Direction 


New York, November 19.—Dr. 
George W. Carver, negro scientist, 
who heads Tuskegee institute's scien- 
tific research and experiment station, 
believes that his discoveries, ‘‘through 
Divine providence,” of new commer- 
cial products from sweet potatoes, 
peanuts, pecans and common clays 
will mean an economic revolution of 
the south. 

Speaking yesterday in the Marble 
Collegiate church in Fifth avenue, Dr. 
Carver told an audience that he ha‘ 
developed 118 commercial products 
from the sweet potato, 176 from the 
peanut, 85 from the pecan and more 
than 300 from the common clay of 
his native south. His accomplish- 
ments in “creative chemistry” have 
won for him a fellowshi:; in the Royal 
society of Great .Britain and in 1923 
he was awarded the Spingarn medal 
given yearly to the American man or 
woman of African descent who makes 
the highest achi#avement in any field 
of human endeavor. 

The sweet potato, Dr. Carver to!d 
the audience, is the-source of three 
or four kinds of flour that makes 
better bread than any cereal, and also 
coffee, vinegar, molasses, ink, shoe pol- 
ish, paints, dyes, tapioca, breakfast 
foods, starch, face powders and many 
other products. A large factory now 
is being erected outside Tuskegee, 
where paint is to be produced from 
the sweet potato, Dr. Carver said 
He announced that he had discovered 
“2 different kinds of milk in the 
peanut and richer than cow's milk.’ 

Divine revelation was credited hy 
Dr. Carver for the discoveries he ha- 
made. He said he believed that with 
development, his discoveries won!l: 
bring about an economic revolution of 
the south. Explaining his discoveries, 
Dr. Carver said. 

“No books ever go into my lIabora- 
tory. The thing that I am to do and 
the way of doing it come to me. | 
never have to grope for methods; the 
method is revealed at the moment | 


am inspired to create something new. 
to draw aside the cur- | 
ain I would be helpless.” 

Dr. Carver is the son of an ex- 
slave. He spoke before the women's 
board of domestic missions of the Re- 
formed Church of America.

SENATE LEADERSHIP. 


Republican senators have been 


called to a caucus for Saturday, No- 
vember 29, to select a floor leader 
to succeed the late Senator Henry 
Cabot Lodge, and to suggest tne, im- 
portant committee assignments. 

The late Senator Brandegee was 
chairman of the committee on com- 
mittees, hence it will be necessary 
to reorganize that committee before 
any progress in the latter can be 
made. 

As to the majority leadership, 
Warren, of Wyoming, is entitled to 
that honor if the senate follows pre- 
cedent. He is reported, however, 
to favor the chairmanship of the 
committee on appropriations, and 
there are good reasons, perhaps, 
among the leaders to prefer that he 
acc@pt that assignment rather than 
hold out for precedent. He holds 
that position at present, and held it 
when the senate was republican con- 
trolled before the first years of the 
Wilson administration. 

' That Butler, who succeeds to the 
Lodge seat from Massachusetts, has 
been asked to retain the chairman- 
Ship of the republican national com- 
mittee gives strength to the specu- 
lation that he may succeed also to 
floor leadership. This is not at all 
probable. It will upset the prece- 
dent of the senate, and bring about 
a friction that even the president 
could not ‘control. He will, of 
course, be a powerful advisory fig- 
ure by reason of his closeness to the 
white house, but in senate organiza- 
tion must take his place like the rest 
of the freshmen. 

Senators Curtis, of Kansas, the 
new republican whip, and Watson, 
of Indiana, are next in line, in their 
order, if Warren remains the head 
the appropriation committee. 
They are both ambitious, but they 
are both factionalists, and very prob- 
ably neither will get the assignment. 

In Mark Sullivan’s analysis, in 
The Constitution, Wadsworth, of 
New York, is given preference. And 
at the present time that seems the 
most likely. He stands well at the 
white house, and had been a first 
lieutenant to Lodge for the past two 
years. He is a good speaker, ready 
debator, quick parliamentarian and 
an old line republican, such as the 
leaders are seeking to meet the in- 
Surgent group. 

It is now conceded that Borah 
will succeed Lodge as chairman of 


of 


‘the foreign relations committee. This 


will place Johnson, of California, 
the ranking member of the majority, 
his moving up two notches from 
fourth to segond place having been 
occasioned by the deaths of both 
Lodge and Brandegee, who held first 
and third places, respectively. Next 
to him will be Moses, and then will 
come Wadsworth. 

It is seen, therefore, that little to- 
ward foreign cooperation can be ex- 
pected from this committee, al- 
though it is expected to trace the 
president’s mind with regard to the 
world court. The most menacing 
Situation forecasted by this organi- 


zation is the possibility of an at-/ 


tempt at soviet recognition. It 
not believed, however, that Senators 
Borah and Johnson can accomplish 
this in the light of the recent politi- 
cal upheaval in Great Britain based 
largely upon that issue,

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Economic C ataclysm Threatens Stale

Georgia today is sitting on the top) 
of a threatening volcano. 

Unless the situation is taken vig- 
orously in hand immediately, and 
also kept rigidly in mind at the 
beginning of the next planting sea- 
son, an economic cataclysm will 
sweep this state. and the entire 
southland, such as has not swept it 
in recent years. 

In The Constitution office we are 
in close touch with the agricultural 
situation in the southeast, and es- 
pecially in Georgia. 

It is our business to be, and right 
now we know. what the average man 
who is not connected with farm in- 
terests does not krow— 

And that is that no state in the 
cotton belt, from New Mexico to 


North Carolina, has ever approached | 


the winter season with as heavy hi- 
bernation of carry-cver boll weevils as 
Georgia; and, indeed, all other south- 
eastern states are preparing today 
to carry over int» next year's cotton- 
growing operations. 

And, the even more alarming situ- 
ation is that an overwhelming num- 
ber of the farmers themselves do not 
know this ig true, and on the con- 
trary are. planning and preparing for 
the heaviest cotton acreage in 1925 
of any year since the old pre-weevil, 
one-crop conditions prevailed. 

Planning -heir ecwn destruction! 

Even more alarming yet is the 
fact that thousards of farmers have 
been misled by aewspapers that ought 
to have known better into Lelieving 
that the boll weevil is a “pest of the 


past’—a dark page in agricultural | 


| These two conditions, therefore, ex- 


cellent growing season and minimum 
infestation, added to the advanced 
preparations for fighting the weevil, 
made by most progressive farmers, 
gave to Georgia an unusually success- 
ful cotton-production year, under 
present-day conditions, 

This fact has led thousands of 
farmers to the erroneous belief that 
the weevil has almost if not entirely 
disappeared from Georgia; or at least 
is disappearing; and that next year, 
1925, the weevil will not be a men- 
acing factor. 

Unfortunately this erroneous belief 
has been circulated by some newspa- 
pers, and the whole resources of the 
cotton division of the agricultural col- 
lege have recently been called upon to 
combat the serious and fatally threat- 
ening error as to factn. 

What are the facts today? 

This is the latest fall Georgia has 
known in years, , 

The latter part of the growing sea- 
son, toc late for any serious damage 
to the 1924 production, was extreme- 
ly wet, mucky and warm. 

Billions of weevils hatched out in 
every cotton field in Georgia—and 
never before have the last days of 
November found so many carry-over 
weevils encased for winter hiberna- 
tion as at this time. 

This condition is not confined to 
any one section of the state but to 
every section in which cotton is 
grown. 

The old bolls, the stalks, the un- 
derbrush, the fence corners, the dead

In the face of stubborn, unmis- 
takable, inesca pa blep conditions that 
face Georgia today it will be little 
short of crime if the alarm is not 
sounded from ev¢ry newspaper office 
in the south, and broadeast by every 


agency that can reach the 
and snatch him away from the in- 
evitable ruin that threatens him— 
and through him every business in- 
terest and every hearthstone in this 
great section of the country. 

I am anything but an extremist 
or an alarmist. J know what I am 
talking about when I tell the people 
of Georgia today that the cotton pro- 
duction situation in 1925 threatens 
the most serious economic menace to 
the state thet threatened in a 
generation.

Around cotton production revolves 
the material welfare of the state. 
There is no dodging that fact, and 
whether we want to believe it or not, 
facts and figures make us believe it. 
The day of Georgia's emancipation 


from the cne-crop system of agricul- 
tural elavery began a new epoch in 
Georgia; and from that day has not 
only developed a number of other 
profitable merchantable crops, but also 
a better understanding of balanced 
agriculture, a keener appreciation ‘of 
the absolute necessity of growing feed 
and food for home consumption, and 
a spirit of cooperation that has revo- 
lutionized the marketing systems. 

But in the face of all of this is the 
stubborn fact that cotton production 
remains, and will always remain, the 
backbone of agricultural prosperity 
in Georgia.

Turning under stalks even now, 
and the cleaning out of the cotton 
fields and fenceg will help; but noth- 
ing will now destroy even a goodly 
percentage of the carry-over weevils 
except a season’ of intensely low tem- 
perature during the approaching 
winter. 

What does all this mean? 

That. in all reasonable probability, 
there will be the heaviest infestation 
of boll weevil in Georgia in 1925, 
emerging early from hibernation, ever 
witnessed in this or any ether state 


in the cotton belt.

Again, information reaching us is 
that farmers are planning and pre- 
paring to put in in 1925 the greatest 


| acreage of cotton planted in this state 


since the old pre-weevil, single-crop 
days. 

. This can only be done at the sacri- 
fice of the food and feed crops, which 
means that farmers will necessarily 
have to buy these supplies in order 
to utilize their lands for cotton. 

If this condition prevails Georgia 
will be on the verge of economic bank- 
ruptey, and the farmers will fall back 
to the lowest ebb of a receding tide. 

There is no argument about it 
Nothing else can possibly happen. 

What can be dene in the face of 
this situation? 

First, forget the false doctrine that 
there will be no boll weevils in 1925, 
and accépt the fact that they will be 
more serious than ever. 

Second, work systematically and 
industriously toward the cestruction 
of the haunts of bibernation between 
this date and the bleak of winter. 

Third, plan, instead of increased

NIGHT TERRORS. 


A child has relatively more nervous 
tissue than an adult. A child may 
have a convulsion with the onset of 
some fever in which an adult would 
have only a chill. All of us have 
nightmare at one time or another. 
Children are more likely to have hight 
terrors. There is a difference. In a 
nightmare one remains quietly in bed 
and asleep, though perhaps feebly 
struggling or uttering faint groans or 
smothe cries as the ferocious snig- 
gersnack lunges ai one’s liver; but the 
child with night terrors awakes in 
wild alarm, screams, clings in terrur 
to mother or other person but seems 
unable to recognize members of tlie 
family generally, perhaps sees a, bea: 
or dog or spider, quiets down finally 
and goes to sleep again. Next day the 
child usually has no recollection of the 
attack. We can generally recall some 
thing about a nightmare the morning 
after. 

Night terrors occurring again and 
again must he looked upon as an evi- 
dence of neuropathic defect. The child 
who has night terrurs repeatedly may 
have a neurotic inheritance or a neu- 
rotic environment and training or, 
what is usually the case, both of these 
handicaps. I will explain what these 
terms mean presently. First I should 
say that the provocative factors—foul 
air, late hours, digestive disturbances 
from improper diet, fright, worrr, 
mental shocks such as a child mey 
suffer from the wrong kind of bed. 
time stories—are particularly active 
in neuropathic families, ; 

Frequent night terrors in childhood 
is a common notation in the early 
history of epilepsy. 

Epilepsy is a typical neurosis, a dis- 
order of the nervous system without 
any definite or recognizable strue 
tural cause. A_ physician cannot 
diagnose epilepsy by any kind of ex- 
amination or test of the patient be- 
tween attacks, nor is there any def- 
inite sign or change by which a 
pathologist can determine that a sub- 
ject has had epilepsy or succumbed 
to an attack of it. Many other dis- 
orders of the nervous system are 
neuroses, notably hysteria, migraine 
(periodic sick headache), inebriety, 
drug habituation, ties, railroad spine 


| (litigation backache), writer's grampy, 


neurasthenia (whatever that may be) 
and psychasthenia (an invention of 
nerve specialists). When a “neuras- 
thenic” individual has excessive fear 
or anxiety about anything his anxiety 
neurosis is dubbed psychasthenia. 

There is at least a family preva 
lence of the neuroses, inheritance it 
is usually called, though it is diffient!t 
to explain why an alcoholic parent is 
more likely to have epileptic or hys- 
terical children, or why the children 
of a hysterical] father, let us say, are 
more prone to contract-drug habits, 
unless we give considerable credit t» 
training, precept, example, environ- 
ment. Anyhow you now understand 
what neurotic inheritance means and 
what a neuropathic family is. If a 
man is of the quality or kind that 
uses tobacco excessively or drinks 
moderately or “socially” or has litiga- 
tion spine, his children are more likelv 
to be epileptic, hysterical or “queer.” 
Poor stuff begets poor stuff. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Iodin. 

Our family uses an_ inordinate 
amount of tincture of iodin for cuts, 
bruises, scratches, ete., and we fitd 
it effective as a first aid disinfectant, 
but the tint it leaves on the skin is 
ghastly. Has so-called colorless iedih 
(prepared by the addition of sodiuta 
metabisulphite) the same virtue as its 
brown relative? If not, why not? We 
give you thanks for being an eré 
opener. How some of the fakers must 
love you! (C, W.) 

Answer—So-ealled colorless or d:>- 
colorized tinctures of iodin are useless 
for disinfection, though possibly ag ef- 
fective as the ordinary brown tinct:tre 
if used as an internal remedy. The 
decolorized preparations contain no 
free iodin, but rather ammonium 
iodid and other iodin compounds. The 
stain of tincture of iodin may be re- 
moved by wiping the skin with weak 
ammonia water. 

The Way. It Seems. 

I have been told that it is necessary 
to have a statement from a physician 
in order to obtain your reduction regi- 
men. My physician would be willing 
to give me a certificate, I am sure. 
Kindly inform me regarding that. I 
am 33 vears old, 65 inches tall and 
my weight is 210 pounds.

Answer—If your physician wishes I 
will gladly send you instructions for 
reducing. But as a rule I merely want 
to know that you should reduce, and 
vou tell me enough to show that you 
should, so all we need now is your 
stamped self-addressed envelope. I re- 
fuse to give reduction advice indis- 
criminately, hecause I have found tha: 
a lot of misguided folk who are al- 
ready none too well nourished have 
the reduction obsession.

Hungarian 
autonomy was first preached by Kos- 
suth, and realized by Deak, a con- 
servative; republicans advocated the 
abolition of serfdom in Russia, but 
it was realized by a czar, the acme of 
conservatism; though Hugo and Gam- 
betta preached the gospel of republic- 
anism in France in the days of the 
corrupt Second Empife, it was Thiers, 
a conservative, who consolidated it.

SUPREME COURT RULES 
ON LUMBER DAMAGES 


For the first time the state supreme 
court ruled on Wednesday on the 
amount of damages a seller of a man- 
ufactured product may recover from a 
buyer who breaches a contract before 
the entire amount covered in the con- 
tract is manufactured. The decision 
was in the case of White & Hamilton 
Lumber Co. against Lynch. The ver- 
dtet of the lower court in Taliaferro 
county was sustained and, in handing 
down its decision, the supreme court 
said: 

“The plaintiff is entitled to recover 
as to the lumber already manufactur- 
ed the difference between the contract 
price and the market value at time 
and place of delivery; as to the man- 
ufactured lumber, the difference be- 
tween the contract price and the cost 
of manufacture.”
